284 JOINT RESOLUTIONS.

WHEREAS, In the opinion of this General Assembly, were a grant
of public lands made to this route, equal in extent and upon the
terms and conditions extended to the Northern Pacific railroad, such
are the resources of that whole region of country, and more especially
its great agricultural capacity and resources, that a sufficient amount
of capital could be secured to build the whole road in a very brief
period of time ; therefore,

Resolved, That Congress be requested to make a grant of the
gublic lands, in alternate sections, equal in quantity per mile, as

eretofore has been granted to the Northern Pacifio railroad, to aid
in the construction of this road, the same to run about along the
route above indicated.

Resolved, That our Senators and Representatives in Congress be
requested to use their best efforts to secure such grant of public
lands, for the purposes above set forth.

Resolved, That a copy of this preamble and resolutions, duly
suthenticated, be sent to the President of the Senate and Spesker of
the House of Representatives, with the request that they be laid
before their respective houses ; and also to each of our Senators and
Representatives in Congress.
